Farmers in Coffee County 
held their own: last year to a 
better extent than did farmers 


in many other parts of the 
country. ° 
Confronted with the same 


Squeeze of poor prices and high 
costs, they pulled out of the un- 
favorable situation compara- 
tively* well. 

The story is told in a com- 
prehensive report, covering ev- 
ery county in the United States, 
released by the Standard Rate 
and Data Service, New York. 

It shows that Coffee County 
Farmers ended the year with 
@ross farm income, before ex- 

.penses, of $5,613,000. 


Off 12 Per Cent 


This total, despite the fact 
that the year was a relatively 
poor one for the farmer as well 
as practically everyone else, 
was only 12.0 per cent below 
that of the prior year, when it 
was $6,380,000. 

Thé decline was smaller than 
was experienced in some areas, 
where it reached as much as 
17.3 per cent. 

The gross farm receipts lo- 
cally consisted principally of 
income from crops, estimated at 
$2,954,000, and returns from 
the sale of livestock, $1,544.000. 

Also entering into the total 
were soil bank and other gov- 
ernment payments and the val- 
ue of food produced and con- 
sumed on the farm. 


$476 Per Person 


Apportioned equally amon 
the local farm population, 
which was set at 11,800 as of 
the beginning of this year, 
this gross income was equal to 
$476 per capita. 

The year 1957 was one of 
contradictions in agriculture. 
Crop productiaon in the Uni- 
ted States, despite the fact 
that the number of acres 
worked out less than at any 
time since 1919, was very high. 
Yet net farm income, after de- 
ducting expenses, was lower by 
some $200 million. 

Farm real estate, however, 
rose in value. In the State of 
Alabama, the rise amounted to 
7 per cent according to the ag- 
riculture department. 

AS an average, the present 
market value of farm land is 
about nine times the annual 
net farm income, the figures 
show. It is the highest in 26 
years. 

Why so high? Because of the 
fact that many commercial 
farms are too small for effici- 
ent operation, the urge to en- 
large them has increased 
sharply. Added to this has been 
a demand for land for non- 
farm purposes, such as realty 
developments, near urban ar- 
eas.

LOCAL BUSINESs

A person may consume a pro- 
duct for years and still not 
know much about it. His use of 
the product may be limited be- 
cause he is not fully aware of 
its value. 


Milk is a good example. Since 
most oef us consume milk from 
infancy, it could be assumed 
that we know what we are get- 
ting when we buy a quart of 
milk. Yet, a study in Washing. 
ton, D. C. shows otherwise. 


Several years ago, the milk 
producers in the - Washington 
area decided that they would 
do something to sell more milk 
rather than waiting for . the 
government to control produc- 
tion. The result was a strong 
newspaper advertising cam- 
paign which increased milk 
consumption in the Washing- 
ton area by 5.4 per cent. 


A survey made before the 
campaign showed that many 
people knew very little about 
the true value of milk. Know- 
ledge gained from the adver- 
tising campaign caused them 
to increase their consumption 
of milk. 


A year after the campaign 
Started, the number of families 
who regarded milk as a good 
food for nerves had increased 
20 per cent; the number of fa- 
milies who felt that milk bet- 
tered the mental alertness of 
children had increased 53 per 
cent; the number of families 
who used no milk was reduce J 
Six per cent. Ten per cent more 
families came to recognize milk 
as an important food for older 
people. 


The experiences of the Wash- 
ington.area milk producers 
provide an important lesson for 
any retail merchant—that is, 
eth consumer can never be ta- 
ken for granted. 


No matter how commonplace 
a product is, there is a good 
chance that the public is igno- 
rant of some of its worth. Thus 
for any Product, continued 
education through advertising, 
is a necessary Step for attain- 
ing maximum sales.

each grouping, The copyright- 
ed study, made by Sales Man- 
agement, covers every county 
in the United States, 


It determines, for each 
community, whether the  so- 
called “average income” is en- 
joyed by a large part of the 
population or whether it is 
merely a statistical] figure re- 
sulting from a balancing off 
between very high and very low 
income groups. 


Over $4,000 


In Coffee County, 28.2 per- 
cent of all households had net 
incomes, after taxes, of $4,000 
or more last year, the study 
shows. They accounted for 52.7 
per cent of all earnings, 


In the prior year, as a com. 
parison, the consumer units in 
this category garnered only 
39.1 percent of such earnings. 
The breakdown shows.also that 
3.8 percent of the household 
locally were in the $7,000 to 
$10,000 bracket last year. They 
received 9.2 per cent of the to- 
tal income. 

Some 26.9 per cent of the 
households were in the $2,500 
to $4,000 class. They collected 
26.8 per cent of the income, 

More Purchases 

It all adds up, for the aver- 
age household, to ereater pur- 
chasing power than before. The 
increase in earnings has more 
than kept pace with the rise in 
the cost of living, 

Much of this available cash

Yield per acre 
for the State indicated at 388 
pounds of lint cotton, is 49

“SOIL CONSERVATION NEWS

Organic matter or lack of 
organic matter in the soil can 
mean the difference between 
high crop yields and low yields. 


Success or failure of a crop 
may be traced to organic con- 
tent of the soil. Nature once 
did an excellent job of conser- 
ving and adding organic mat- 
ter with decaying leaves, grass 
and plants, 


In our present day row crop- 
ving system, we can only hope 
to maintain a fair amount of 
organic content at best, A help- 
ful practice is to turn all stalks 
and vesidue from harvested 
crops each year. This includes

It is anticipated that this 
machinery will increase the 
sales volume for Dorsey’s to the 
point where it will be necessary 
to hire additional people to as- 
semble the prefabricated sec- 
tions it turns out. 

The machine, known as the 
Drivmatic, automatically drilis 
the holes for the rivet, inserts 
the rivet and drives the rivet. 
Most of the airplanes used by 
commercial airlines at the pre- 
sent time are constructed by 
Drivmatic riveting as are the 
new Jet Airliners which will 
soon be placed in service. Mili- 
tary airplanes, as well, are as- 
sembled by this process, This, 
however, is the first time Driy- 
matic riveting has been applied 
outside the aircraft industry 
Moreover, mechanical restrict - 
ions preclude the use in air- 
plane Manufacturing of }na- 
chines of this size which can 
handle the entire side panel 
of the largest trailer.

Worms 

Worms are good for fish bait, 
but in the stomach of cattle 
‘and pigs they are bad. In fact, 
worms are costing Coffee Coun: 
ty farmers thousands of dol- 
lars each year. The damage 
shows up in poor gains and in 
the loss of young cattle and 
pigs. 

Folks who do a lot of research 
ol worms say that cattle 
Should be wormed at least 
twice a year whether they look 
wormy or not. Pigs should be 
wormed about two weeks after 
Weaning and again a few weeks 
later. Phenothazine in the li- 
quid (drench) grade or in the 
bowder for for mixing with 
feed is mighty good for ca‘tie 
and calves. Several pie treat- 
ments are available including: 
the kir ix with water 
and others that come mixed in 
the feed. Be sure to follow di- 
rections on the container care- 
fully.
